touched. Both chambers have fmet again 
and again only to adjourn, not always with- 
outs little partisan sparring, but without 
approaching business in a practical way. 
And all this because, yntil now, the Demo~ 
crats, who happen to have a small majority, 
and insist apon ‘‘ running the machine ” 
‘with exclusive reference to their partisan 
interests, have been unable to agree among 
themselves how these interests may best be 
promoted. Two sections of the party 
have fought for control. The fight has been 
carried on in caucuses. Public business 
has been suspended in order that the fac- 
tions might be harmonized, and an essential 
part of the harmonizing process has been 
the discussion ‘in the secrecy of caucus of 
the questions which Con has met to 
consider and the virtual determination of 
the questions in advance of the action of 
the body which has jurisdiction over them. 
Congress, in fact, according to the new 
Democratic method, will merely register the 
decrees of caucus. And as the factions 
which waged war in caucus were nearly 
even‘in strength, the decrees, though is- 
sued in the name of the Democratic Party, 
really express the will of a Congressional 
minority. Rights pertaining to the House 
as a representative assembly are thus ij- 
nored under orders emanating from a 
minority of its members. 

In its mildest forms, the caucus system is 
aninvasion of rights that are: essential to 
the excellence of representative govern- 
ment. Its growth in power has been at 
once an indication and a cause of the moral 
weakness of parties and the decline in the 
character and methods of party managers. 
By its tendency to crush independent ideas 
of duty, it has repelled invaluable help 
and lowered the standard of party qualifi- 
cations and party service. It has engen- 
dered a despotism within parties which has 
used them for unworthy objects, and im- 
-paired their capacity for rendering proper 
service to the Government and country. 
Until _now, however, the caucus has 
as far as possible kept out of sight. 
Its operations have been conducted 
quietly and secretly, as though consciotis of 
its anomalous nature and of the need of 
hiding its work. Thaton important oeca- 
sions party plans are arranged in caucus, 
everybody knows ; but the caucus itself has 
not been allowed to supersede sittings of 
Congress, or to claim toleration as an in- 
tegral part of a republican system. The 
Democrats have signalized their return to 
partial power by claiming for the caucus 


“reeognition as a feature of Governmental 


machinery. Instead of confining it to its 
old place as a partisan convenience, to be 
employed only for the maintenance of “ dis- 
cipline” in thesense understood by partisans, 
they have elévatedit tothe first place,—above 
Congress and above the people. Hereafter, 
if this innovation be sanctioned, Congress 
“will be a huge machine, tobe “run” at 
pleasure by a small proportion of its mem- 
‘ders. Discussion will be useless, since the 
mind of caucus will have been made up. 
Voting will be a formality, required only to 
show that Congress has obeyed the orders 
of caucus. The Congressional Record will 
no longer be a treasury of persuasive rho- 
toric, it. will be the official register of de- 
eisions arrived at in caucus, and repeated 
in Congréss in compliance with formalities 
which a few years of Democratic ascend- 
ency will render obsolete. 

Just now, this innovation is an experi- 
ment whose smooth working is not assured. 
If it succeed, we. shall be one step nearer 
the ugly alternative which enemies of the 
Republic have predicted. But it may not 
succeed. Magnified as it has been,—in- 
vested as by the Democrats it is with func- 
tions and powers that are incompatible 
with representative institutions,—there are

The House of Representatives first gave 
the Democrats an opportunity to show 
what manner of men they had on hand as 
types of their party, Mr. Firzuv¢H was 
the first prominent Democratic officeholder 
under the new régime.

If his peccadilloes 
and vulgarity could have been hushed 
up, he might have been kept in office; but 
his’ gross unfitness was. advertised too 
widely. Poor Potx came next, and when 
it was proved that he, as House Door- 
keeper, had put men on the pay-roll after 
the pay-roll was full, and had been guilty of 
all sorts of disreputable, practices, he was 
sent to the rear in the midst of great con- 
fusion and mortification in the Demoeratic 
camp. It was facetiously observed, after a 
few scandals of this sort, that “‘ the Demo- 
crates had a mighty bad lot of office-holders, 
or mighty bad luck.” 

The force of this saying is again exempli- 
fied in the exposures which have imme- 
diately followed the election of the new 
Demoeratic officers of the Senate. Indeed, 
if it were not that the country is disgraced 
by the appointment of such men as Burcu 
and Bricut, there would be something 
comical in the “bad luck” of the party re- 
sponsible forthem. But there is. no good 
reason why a party which formally ap- 
proved.a vile fraud, like the so-called elee- 
tion of Hunt, of Florida, to the House of 
Representatives, should not put such fel- 
lows as Burca or BricHt into power when- 
ever the opportunity is given. Senator Bay-

party. There may be Democrats fit: for 
these conspicuous offices above reproach, 
and filling all the lofty conditions prescribed 
by men of the Bayard stamp, but the Démo- 
cratic Party has not yet found them. Nat- 
urally, the managers of State politics are 
taken when the party has national offices to 
fill. Burcu, just elected Secretary of the 
Senate, is an expert in Democratic politics 
in Tennéssee. An outrageous and disgrace- 
fal seandal follows him into hia new 
and exalted ‘office. If his party had 
been in power earlier, he would 
have made a national exhibition of 
himself before now. He has done his best 
in his. cireumscribed field, heretofore. If 
he is kept in the office to which a flushed 
Democratic majority in the Senate has just 
elected him, with the disbursements of the 
Senate in his power, we shall hear from him 
again before long. BricHt, the newly- 
elected Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate, ix 
his narrow field of home politics, has dis- 
tinguished himself as an office-holder who 
publicly declares his intention to make 
money out of his place. And to this typi- 
cal Democratic officer Indiana is indebted 
for the term “ cat-skinning,” which, in vul- 
gar defiance of public decency, he used to 
illustrate the rapacity with which he fell 
upon the resources of an honorable offiee.

His qualifica- 
tions were set forth in a statement that he 
was ‘‘ descended direct from tne Kongbong 
dynasty, which is connected lineally with 
the Thagiwan race, which had its origin in 
King Uxa Moxua, of the most. puissant 
Maha Thamada line, the real offspring of 
the Sun,” and that he had “finished his 
education and passed three first-class ex- 
aminations, with degrees of honor in the 
three Pitagats, thereby gaining and dis- 
playing much knowledge in matters both 
spiritual and temporal, rendering him re- 
plete with wisdom, manly power, and men- 
tal ability,” and so forth. 

It was not until Oct. 3 that the wily Min- 
isters were prepared to announce that the 
glorious Son of the Sun, Mrypoxz Mim, had 
departed on the previous day, to give way 
to the rising of the illustrious Tarr Baw, 
and then the funeral ceremonies were some- 
what hastened. The royal corpse, em- 
balmed in honey, was duly cremated, being 
drawn to a brick pagoda, hurriedly con- 
structed for the purpose, by some fifty 
Queens and royal maidens, the male mem- 
bers of the household being already be- 
stowed in an underground dungeon, by 
way of precaution against dispute over 
the trumped-up will ot the deceased.

That of itself was nothing for a monareh at

It was. by the 
same simple and efficacious method that the famons 
Mahmoudieh Canal, the greatest of the countless 
mementoes of MrnEemer Alt, was completed in the 
previous generation. The digging of that canal cost 
the lives of 20,000 men, on the lowest estimate, 
some authorities raising the number to 30,000; but 
human life is as cheap in the East. as human labor, 
and, provided the work be done, the destruction of a 
few hundreds or a few thousands of miserable 
Fellahéeen matters not a whit. Comment npdn such 
a system would be superfluous.

As 
things tarned out, Dr. Martin Lutruze triumphant- 
ly eseaped the fate of Savonarota, while King 
Hewry, after the divorcee business, began to defend 
the faith in his own dominions after a fashion caleu- 
lated to render any trip of his to Rome highly unac- 
deptable to the Holy See, Subsequently to the 
Reformation, no Tudor sovereign could pass the 
Alps. CHArizs I., when Prince of WaLzs, went to 
Paris and Madrid, bat did not set foot in Italy. 
Neither Ouaries IL, James II. in his banishment, 
nor WiiutAmM IIL. were ever in Italy, while Queen 
ANNE never qnitted England atall. The first two 
Kings of the Hanoverian dynasty were naturally 
precluded from traveling in a land where they might 
at any time meet with those who laid claim to their 
crown. Goren IIL was eminently a stay-at-home 
monarch, while Gzores IV. never got farther than 
the field of Waterloo. WriuL1aM IV., as a sailor, had 
traveled extensively in all parts of the world; but 
there is no record of any wanderings of his in Italy. 
It was reserved: for the Victorian era, first for the 
sons and now for the mother, to visit the land of the 
Latins.

The New- Orleans Timesof Sundaysays: ‘*Itis 
a sad thing to observe that thereare many of the lead- 
ing men of the couutry parishes who favor the repudi- 
ation of our State debt. They may pretend that their 
s0le desire is to have it investigated, and such of it 
as is fraudulent thrown ouf, but this is at besta 
thin mask which does not cover their real inten- 
tions, and deceives no one except possibly a few un- 
thinking people of their own neighborhoods.” 

The delegation of Oregon in Congress is 
unatimously Democratic, and the strange thing is, 
according to the Portland Bes, that not one of these 
men is a fair representative of the State. Not 
for 20 years past, the Bee adds, has there been a 
time when the pulse of Oregon did not beat Repub- 
Hiean; but these men, one and all, misrepresent the 
State because the Republicans of Oregon did not 
harmonize in their action und win vietory by united 
efforts. 


The Raleigh (N. C.) Observer has this pleasing 
assertion: ‘‘A very religious people are our North- 
ern brethren.
